"I will be there (asking for money) whether 
invited or not." He estimates the clubs have a 
collective membership of at least 250 and at $5 
a man this could yield the UF another thousand 
dollars.

Furniture Manufacturing 
Plant To Have New Home 
Construction 
of a 
new 
furniture 


manufacturing plant will begin immediately 
by Tipton Manufacturing, Inc., on East 
Highway 31, a spokesman announced this 
weekend. 


The industry has been located in Cor- 


sicana for the past two years in a building in 
the Wolens Industrial Park on South Main 
Street, and makes living room furniture and 
bedding for the mobile home industry, 
General Foreman Jerry Stephens said. 


Stephens said the new 24,000 square-foot 


metal building will be constructed by the 
Tipton company which has its home offices 
and main plant in Cabot, Ark. It will be 
located on a five-acre site across Hwy 31 
from the Universal-Rundle plant. 


Cost of the new plant was listed at $76,800. 
Stephens said the new facility will provide 


8,000 more square feet of manufacturing 
space than the firm's present location. The 
company expects to increase its work force 
from 15 to approximately 25 when it oc- 
cupies the new building slated for com- 
pletion in early January, Stephens said.

Adams, who designed the City of Corsicana's

I 
have noticed that our at- 
tendance is about the same as it 
always is," Rev. Larry L. Polk, 
First Independent Baptist 
Church pastor, responded. 


He said that due to the closing 


of service stations some of the 
church's afternoon services will 
have to be cut out. 


Rev. Jack Riley, First United 


Methodist Church pastor, said, 
"Our attendance is about the 
same as usual. I don't expect 
that it will affect our usual 
crowd." 


"I haven't had a chance to 


really tell. Last Sunday we had 
a much larger attendance. I 
hope that the cutdown on 
Sunday driving will increase the 
attendance," Rev. Elvis Egge, 
First Baptist Church adult 
minister, said. 


Mrs. Shirley Dodson, St. 


John's 
Episcopal 
Church 


secretary, reported that church 
attendance is about the same as 
usual. 


Howard White, College Hill 


Church of Christ minister, was 
the only minister who reported

Ennis Okays

ENNIS-The 
Ennis 
City 


Council Monday granted a 10 
per cent rate increase to Texas 
Power & Light Co. and raised 
most garbage pickup rates by 25 
cents. 


The 10 per cent TP&L rate 


hike will become effective in 
March, 1974, according to N.D. 
Speers, local manager of the 
company. He said the increase 
is needed because of "rapidly 
rising construction, interest and 
fuel costs." 


The rate hike will actually 


cost 
the 
average 
Ennis 


residential customer about 
seven cents per day. The daily 
increase for large users of 
electricity could be 10 cents and 
more, Speers said. 


Speers said the scarcity of 


natural gas to fuel the plants is 
bringing about a conversion to 
lignite fuels. A number of 
lignite-fueled TP&L plants are 
presently in construction and 
planning phases, including one 


near Malakoff. "If we are to 
continue 
to 
provide 
our 


customers 
with 
adequate 


electric power, we must make 
the transition from natural gas 
to lignite and nuclear fuel," 
Speers explained, 


THE TP&L MANAGER said 


his 
company's 
total 
ex- 


penditures for new construction 
during the next six or seven 
years will be at least one billion 
dollars. "At the Martin Lake 
plant under construction near 
Tatum, governmental agencies 
expect us to spend an extra 
$100,000,000 on air-pollution 
equipment alone," 
Speers 


added. 


The Ennis rate hike is only the 


third in TP&L's 61-year history. 
In 1972, the company was 
granted a six per cent general 
increase, the first in more than 
21 years. 


The genera 1 25 cen ts per 


month garbage rate increase 
means residential customers 
will be paying $2.25 rather than 


approached him two or three 
months ago on his own with the 
offer to donate the property to 
the city. 


Humphries, contacted at his 


antique shop, confirmed he had 
made the offer to Corsicana but 
was reluctant to discuss it. "I 
don't think it needs publicity 
until it's further along/' 


Ballenger said Humphries 


came to him offering to give the 
theatre building to Corsicana if 
the city would take it and 
renovate it "and turn it into a 
City Auditorium." 


"We1 (city)didn't have the 


funds to do it," Ballenger said, 
adding that he had discussed 
the offer informally with in- 
dividual city commissioners, 
and had contacted several 
people in the Community 
Playhouse and others about the 
possibility of a movement being 
started to raise funds necessary 
to renovate the building. 


"Everyone I talked to about 


the idea was interested, but it 
all came back to where do we 
get the money?" City Manager 
Ballenger said. 


"I think it would be great if 


something could be done about 
it, but certainly nothing has 
been done about it but just talk 
at this point," Ballenger said. 


He pointed out that any 


decision on the offer would have 
to be made by the City Com- 
mission and said it hadn't been 
submitted formally, but was 
merely being explored. 


Ballenger said with all his 


pressing duties as manager he 
didn't feel like he should be the 
one to spearhead a movement to 
raise funds, but believed it 
would be beneficial to Cor- 
sicana 
if the Community 


Playhouse group or some local 
foundation would under take to 
raise or give monies toward 
converting the property into a 
useable facility and "maybe the 
City" could come up with some 
money and labor by city forces. 


The theatre has not been used 


as a movie house in more than 
10 years and has been boarded 
up, vacant, under a con- 
demnation 
action brought 


against it more than two years 
ago by Delma Ware, municipal 
services director. 


Ware said today the City is 


not pursuing the condemnation 
suit which involved declaring 
the building a fire and health 
hazard since the fire hazards 
had "been cleaned up and the 
fire hazards removed and rat 
poison put out and the building 
not occupied." The suit is "in 
limbo," Ware said. 


Ware said the building is as 


safe structurally as any in town, 
but he estimated it will cost 
around $250,000 to restore it for 
use as a theatre or stage 
productions, and Humphries 
agreed that "if the City fixes it 
up like it should be it could cost 
that much." 


Humphries said he has no 


plans to renovate the building 
further or any immediate plans 
for it if the city should reject his 
offer. 


He bought the property about 


two years ago, he said, noting 
that it has a stage of dramatic 
productions, archestra pit, 
dressing rooms, projection 
room, and its main floor and 
two balconies will seat between 
1,000 and 1,200 people.

Texas Power and Light Co. 


received final approval for a 
general rate increase by the 
Corsicana City Commission 
Tuesday. In other action the 


ission postponed taking 


any action on a new ordinance 
to regulate taxi service and a 
new franchise form to operate a 
cab company in Corsicana. 


TP&L's request for a general 


rate increase, averaging ap- 
proximately 10 per cent, was 
unanimously 
approved 
on 


second reading by the com- 
mission. Tentative approval 
was given during the Nov. 20 
meeting. A public hearing at 
that time brought no response 
on the matter. There was no 
discussion at Tuesday's session 
regarding the rate hike prior to 
the commissioners' roll call 
vote. 


The increase will become 


effective on March, 1974, 
electric bills, according to 
Embry Ferguson, local TP&L 
manager. He said the hike will 
cost the average residential 
customer approximately seven 
cents more per day. 


The rate increase is part of a 


statewide request by TP&L, 
Ferguson said, to "insure an 
adequate supply of electric 
power" in Corsicana and 
throughout Texas. 


The 
hike will 
be 
ap- 


proximately nine per cent for 
residential service, according 
to Ferguson. He said a new 
sliding scale will be used to 
calculate customer bills. This 
will provide lower rates for 
persons who use less electricity, 
he said. 


Other 
rate 
increases, 


Ferguson said, will be ap- 
proximately 13 per cent for 
industrial customers, 7.5 per 
cent for commercial users and 
10 per cent for governmental 
and municipal customers. 


CITY 
MANAGER 
Dick 


Ballenger told the commission 
"much more is needed." His 
request that the matter be 
tabled until the next com- 
mission meeting on Jan. 2 was 
granted. 


Commissioners received a 


chart comparing minimum taxi 
rates in 21 Texas cities in 1959, 
1967 and 1972 from Ballenger, 
but Corsicana's rates are not 
included. The cities listed range 
in size from Dallas to Monahans 
in West Texas.

$2. The rate for businesses, 
clubs and other large-use 
customers will increase from 
$3.85 to $4.10, duplex rates in- 
crease from $3 to $3.25, and 
pickup of trash units located in 
one 
central 
area—motels, 


apartments, etc.—will increase 
from 75 cents to $1.25 per 
customer living at the location. 


The Council agreed to let City 


Manager Hayden Routh put 
residential garbage pickups on 
a four-day schedule rather than 
the present six. Routh said this 
could save fuel and better 
utilize the city's work force. 


THE COUNCIL DEFERRED 


a suggestion by Routh that 
Ennis require residents to put 
garbage in plastic bags. Two 
bags per week would be fur- 
nished to each home at no 
charge, and additional bags 
would be available for five cents 
each from the City. 


Two citizens, including for- 


mer 
Ennis Mayor C. W. 


McCaskill, spoke against using 


the bags because dogs and other 
animals would rip the con- 
tainers and scatter trash, they 
contend. McCaskill suggested 
letting citizens vote on whether 
the bags should be used. 


Another citizen pointed out 


that plastic bags are petrolc 
products and may be hard to 
obtain. The Council agreed this 
might be a problem and delayed 
further consideration on the 
matter until the Council's next 
regular meeting Dec. 17.

the Council called a public 
hearing for Dec. 17 to discuss 
annexation of a little over 1,400 
acres of land in various areas 
surrounding the city.

B and C and part of an alleyway 
was postponed until more in- 
formation is available.

The commission unanimously 


approved a taxi service fran- 
chise transfer involving City 
Cab Co. Fred Nutt attended the 
meeting to apply for the tran- 
sfer from Stewart Smith of City 
Cab.

NEW YORK (AP) - A man 


who advises corporation presi- 
dents says a top executive who 
relies on authority rather than 
information is a man headed 
for troubles. 


He says oftentimes such an 


executive can take his company 
along with him. 


Such an executive places too 


much reliance upon the rights 
of office and not enough on ef- 
fective communication, main- 
tains Eugene Jennings, a con- 
fidential consultant to many 
corporate chief executives. 


"An authority-oriented person 


gives answers rather than asks 
questions, talks but doesn't lis- 
ten. He thinks the boss should 
have the answers and that su- 
bordinates should listen," Jen- 


nings says. 


We are in an information- 


dominated society, says Jen- 
nings. "Information is power." 
He claims the more an execu- 
tive relies on authority at the 
expense of information the less 
competent he becomes, and 
that abounds in the corporate 
world. 


He insists that perhaps one in 


four corporate chief executives 
rely too heavily on authority. 


The results show up in unrea- 


listic decisions, 
"the 
single 


most common cause of removal 
of corporate chiefs in the past 
three years," according to Jen- 
nings. He is also a Michigan 
State professor, an author, top 
authority on corporate person- 
nel and consultant to blue chip 


corporations. 


The 
competent 
manager 


makes a greater effort to get 
information than to give it, rec- 


Business Mirror 


ognir.ng that if he doesn't have 
good information lie can't give 
competent 
advice, 
Jennings 


said. 


The typical pattern producing 


the authoritarian manager is 
that of a man who "ascends a 
craggy slope," experiencing as 
many failures as successes but 
who wins out from sheer will 
power. 


He creates many enemies as 


he claws his way up, and he 
learns to distrust rather than to 


place trust. Because it is both a 
human and managerial necessi- 
ty to trust someone, the author- 
itarian compensates by overly 
trusting one person. 


Consequently, the president 


becomes totally dependent upon 
one trusted subordinate for in- 
formation, and this trusted su- 
bordinate is careful not to both- 
er 
the chief with what lie 


doesn't want to hear, especially 
in a crisis. 


The authoritarian manager 


seldom asks questions. "He 
doesn't know what he doesn't 
know." He is insulated by those 
lie trusts and makes decisions 
on his right to make them rath- 
er than on realistic informa- 
tion. 


Oil Conservationists May Oppose High Gasoline Tax 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Oil 


and gas conservationists from 
35 states were to be asked to- 
day to approve a policy state- 
ment opposing petroleum prod- 
ucts 
taxes 
aimed 
at dis- 


couraging consumption. 


The statement, which drew 


unanimous approval 
Tuesday 


from the energy resources com- 
mittee of the Interstate Oil 
Compact Commission, made no 
direct reference to suggestions 
at the federal level that a 
sharply increased gasoline tax 
be used as a means of curbing 
demand during tbo nation's 
energy crisis. 


Five governors 
were ex- 


pected to participate in the de- 
liberations on final acceptance 
of the committee's report. They 


were Gov. 
Bruce King, D- 


N.M., 
the commission chair-, 


man; Jack Williams, R-Ariz.; 
Edwin Edwards, D-La.; David 
Hall, 
D-Okla.; 
and 
Dolph 


Briscoe, D-Tex. 


The statement blaming the 


energy crisis on short-sighted 
federal policies also endorses a 
mandatory petroleum products 
allocation system, 'but warns 
that mere distribution of short- 
ages is no solution to the crisis 
in that it does not bolster sup- 
piy. 


In branding federal policies 


as short-sighted, the statement 
pinpointed the regulation of 
wellhead prices of natural gas 
and said import controls had 
encouraged over-dependence on 
foreign oil. 


In addition to opposing impo- 


sition of regressive products 
taxes, the document opposes 
proposals now before Congress 
that could force some oil fields 
to produce at higher levels than 
their established maximum ef- 
ficient rates. 


Warren A. Morton of Casper, 


Wyo., chairman of the subcom- 
mittee that drafted the docu- 
ment, described the statement 
as "a new positive approach," 
and said the nation now has no 
consolidated program for meet- 
ing the crisis or expanding sup- 
plies to meet future require- 
ments for energy.

fore darting back into deep 
space.

tronauJs have devoted only a 
few minutes twice a day to tak- 
ing black and white photos of 
the comet, now 120 million 
miles from earth and 72 million 
miles from the sun.

"For example, a 
young person who becomes 
disabled may need credit for as 
little as 1% years of work under 
social security to be eligible for 
monthly checks. Credit for 3 
months of work'because of a 
holiday job can be a big help."

security card. "Show your card 
to your employer and be sure he 
correctly copies your name and 
number into his records so your 
earnings can be credited to your 
social security number," he 
said.

consideration as to how users of 
electric power are to share this 
increase. 


We believe this increased cost 


should be shouldered equally by 
those who use this power. Texas 
Power and Light's proposed 
increase of 10 per cent across 
the board for residential and 
commercial users places a 
much greater burden on the 
residential and small business 
consumers. 
The 
following 


representative figures will 
illustrate this inequity: 


A 
residential 
consumer 


(using aroung 1260 kilowatt 
hours per month) now pays in 
the neighborhood of 3.0 cents 
per kw hr. TP&L's proposed 10 
per cent increase will increase 
his rate to 3.3. cents — an added 
cost of 0.3 cents .per kw hr. 


The largest 
commercial 


consumer now pays less than 0.6 
cents per kw hr. The proposed 
10 per cent increase will in- 
crease his rate to about .66 cents 
per kw hr. — an added cost of 
.06 cents per kw hr. 


As you can see from the above 


figures, the residential user will 
be paying a rate increase per 
kilowatt hour five times greater 
than the commercial user. An 
examination of the rates for 
small businesses will show a 
similar inequity. 


We agree that there are in- 


creased costs of natural gas and 
petroleum, increased cost of 
pollution controls for coal, and 
"new technology cost" for 
nuclear power. It is our belief, 
however, that these increased 
energy ' costs in the face of 
ever-increasing demand should 
be shouldered by the users of 
this additional power. In our 
opinion, the rate increase 
should be on the basis of a fixed 
increase per kilowatt hour to be 
paid by all consumers. This can 
be accomplished, without 
changing established 
rate 


structures, by applying a fixed 
kilowatt-hour surcharge to all 
power users. The surcharge 
should be determined (by 
dividing the additional revenues 
due the power company by the 
total number of kilowatt hours 
to be sold) and applied equally 
to all users, residential as well 
as commercial. 


A rate schedule with sur- 


charges based on kilowatt hour 
usage will provide incentive for 
a reduction in non-essential 
energy usage.

Ferguson, local Texas Power 
and Light manager, told The 
Daily Sun this morning he 
preferred not to get into a 
detailed reply to the Sierra 
Club's letter. He said he would 
point out, however, that the 
proposed TP&L rate increase is 
not "10 per cent across the 
board." 


"We estimate the rate in- 


creases will be approximately 
13 per cent for industrial 
customers, IVz per cent for 
commercial users and 10 per 
cent for governmental and 
municipal customers. The rate 
increase for residential service 
will be approximately nine per 
cent, and we figure it all 
averages out to approximately 
10 per cent," according to 
Ferguson. 


Ferguson 
said 
TP&L's 


reasons for proposing the rate 
increase deal with financial 
necessities. He said the com- 
pany's present return on its 
investment 
dollar 
is ap- 


proximately 6.38 per cent. He 
added that at least 7.20 per cent 
is necessary for TP&L to 
maintain its credit rating and 
financial stability. 


The proposed rate increase 


will give TP&L a return of 
approximately 7.29 per cent, 
according to Ferguson. He said, 
"utilities are allowed a return of 
eight per cent by law, but if we 
don't need that to provide good 
service, we don't seek it."

Rationing Painful, Effective

World War II rationing was 


a traumatic adventure for 
American consumers and for 
the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration (OPA) whose army of 
employes guided it. 


But the program worked, 


hurdling a mountain of gripes 
and freeing fuel, food and 
strategic materials for what 
that generation called "the 
war effort." 


Government officials pre- 


dicting i< return to nationwide 
gas rationing perhaps as 
early as January to help com- 
bat a mounting energy short- 
age say the 1974 version might 
well be patterned partly after 
the World War n stamps-for- 
gas program which allowed 
the average basic A-book 
holder only 3.6 gallons a week. 


Rationing was no joy to 


anybody. 


Yet the OPA estimated 


later that gas rationing re- 
duced passenger-car con- 
sumption by 423 million gal- 
lons — fuel that was chan- 
neled instead to vital war 
measures. 


The toughest tasks appar- 


ently fell to unpaid citizen vol- 
unteers who served on local 
ration boards. They decided 
who got extra ration stamps 
above the normal to which 
each citizen was entitled un- 
der the law. 


Sometimes their decisions 


made enemies of friends 
overnight and a few ration 
board 
officials 
were 


pummeled by those whose ap- 
plications for additional gas, 
tire, shoe or food rations were 
rejected. 


In New York City where 


long queues of people, mostly 
housewives, 
often 
waited 


hours for their meat rations, 
butchers sometimes had to 
call for police protection from 
irate customers who arrived 
at the head of the line after the 
day's supply ran out. 


Despite OPA investigators 


and enforcement officers, 
about 20 per cent of the na- 
tion's meat supply eventually 
was moving through the black 
market. 


Books of small red stamps 


were for meat, butter, fats, 
cheese, .canned milk and 
canned 
fish. Blue stamps 


were for canned fruits, vege- 
tables and similar items. 


There was certificate ra- 


tioning, too, for those who 
could prove special need for 
tires, motor vehicles or parts. 


Ration coupons came to be 


a sort of second U.S. cur- 
rency. They passed succes- 
sively from consumer to re- 
tailer to wholesaler to pro- 
ducer to ration authorities. 


Cigarettes 
weren't 
ra- 


tioned, but their continuous 
wartime shortage shook up a 
lot of people. 


Because defense plants 


needed rubber and there was 
a growing shortage, tires 
were rationed almost as soon 
as the Emergency Price Con- 
trol Act was signed into law 
Jan. 30, 1942, less than two 
months after Pearl Harbor. 


Texan Talks 


To Turkeys 


MORGANTOWN, 
W. 
Va. 


(AP) - When Bill Healy talks 
turkey, the birds not only talk 
back but often as not do what 
they're told. 


Studying the wild turkey's en- 


vironmental and gastronomical 
preferences in a U.S. Forest 
Service research project, the 30- 
year-old Healy has played 
mother the past two years to 
separate broods of wild turkey 
chicks. 


Healy used a psychological 


method known as "imprinting" 
to bypass the birds' instinctive 
fear of man and to gain some 
control over the chicks' activi- 
ties once the study process be- 
gan. 


"As far as I know this is the 


first time imprinting has been 
used in anything like this," 
Healy said. "But we were not so 
much interested in imprinting 
as in using the birds themselves 
to study 
their own envi- 


ronment." 


The study was initiated to fill 


forest managers' requests for 
specific information on wild 
turkey nuances with an eye to 
preserving the wildlife-environ- 
ment balance while carrying 
out recreational, timbering and 
water usage programs. 


After polishing four of the 


calls he uses as a hunter, Healy 
nursed several dozen chicks to 
adolescence by imprinting him- 
self on them with vocal stimuli, 
constant attention and carrying 
newborn turkeys around in his 
sweatshirt pockets. 


• The chicks were born in June 
of each year and spent the next 
four months tagging after Healy 
and an assistant. 


Sugar was rationed after 


the first general consumer 
registration May 4-7, 1942. 
Gasoline rationing came to 
the East Coast in the same 
month, then throughout the 
nation the following Decem- 
ber, more to conserve rubber 
than fuel. Food rationing, ex- 
cept for sugar, came along 
later. 


Auto owners with special 


needs had to establish them 
with ration boards to get extra 
gasoline above the few gallons 
a week allotted to the average 
motorist. 


Millions switched to buses, 


joined car pools or simply 


walked to their jobs, saving 
what little gas they could get 
for weekends. 


Later, as the war pro- 


gressed, lines of cars often 
were seen following tank 
trucks to service stations. 


Clothing, other than shoes, 


was not rationed throughout 
the war, but scarcities devel- 
oped, especially 
after 
de- 


mobilization and GIs came 
streaming home to buy civil- 
ian clothes. 


Some companies produced 


unrationed shoes with paper 
or plastic soles They went 
fast for a time, until wearers 
found they couldn't go out in 


the rain for fear of losing their 
soles. 


The meat shortage seemed 


to hit Americans hardest, ex- 
cept perhaps for gasoline ra- 
tioning. People mostly were 
cheerful about car pools and 
bussing because they became 
sort of patriotic gestures. But 
meat was something else. 


"I was going with an ap- 


prentice meatcutter during 
the war," one woman recalls. 
"Instead of bringing me 
flowers or candy, he used to 
show up with a steak. Finally 
I wanted to break up with 
him, but my mother wouldn't 
lei me."

AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) -When 


the new car salesman's smile 
fades into the service man- 
ager's indifferent shrug, auto 
buyers have a friend in Bill 
Crocker. 


Crocker is executive director 


of the Texas Motor Vehicle 
Commission and travels hun- 
dreds of miles a year to make 
sure dealers and car makers 
honor their warranties. 


The Baylor University law 


graduate, prematurely white- 
haired at 37, believes in taking 
shortcuts to help unhappy car 
owners. 


Commission files reveal that 


a complaint to Crocker with a 
copy to the dealer often is all it 


takes to get results. 


"A time or two a month, we 


will go out and look into a car 
when there's an 
aggravated 


complaint—something 
that 


sounds extraordinary, where 
the guy says, 'You've got to see 
this to believe it,'" Crocker 
said in an interview. 


He flew to Dallas recently 


just to test drive a repaired car 
because the owner and the 
dealer didn't know anybody 
else they both trusted. 


Dealers lobbied the bill creat- 


ing the commission through the 
1971 Legislature mainly to pro- 
tect themselves from some new 
competitors through licensing 
and coercion by Detroit. 


Four of the six commission 


members are new car dealers, 
but this hasn't kept Crocker 
from digging into complaints. 


One open file involves a com- 


plaint against Burke Oldsmo- 
bile of San Antonio, owned by 
commission Chairman Curtis 
Gunn. M.M. Del Llano sought 
Crocker's help in April after his 
1972 Olds 88 had to be towed 
away for the fourth time after 
failing to start. By October, 
Burke's manager was assuring 
Crocker the original problem 
was fixed "but there are several 
minor items...which should be 
handled in the next several 
weeks." 
- 
, , 
In some cases, dealers or 


manufacturers have made re- 
pairs against their better judg- 
ment to close a case before the 
commission. 


H. Miller Ainsworth of Luling 


took his Rolls Royce Silver 
Shadow to the former Austin 
dealer who sold it to him when 
the engine burned out while 
still under a 50,000-mile war- 
rantv. Ainsworth said he did 
not know the engine was over- 
heating because the 
heat 


warning light did not come on. 


Rolls at first refused to fix 


the car free, saying Ainsworth 
had not observed maintenance 
requirements. But a few days 
later, Rolls said it would repair 
the auto and resume warranty 


coverage, not because it actual- 
ly had an obligation but "solely 
to reach an amicable solution." 


Sometimes Crocker gets a 


complaint simply because a 
motorist and a service man- 
ager detest each other, Crocker 
says. 


"One guy said his dash was 


not put together right and .the 
vinyl top was not glued down. 
We looked at it, and by George 
he was right. We had to order 
the dealer or the manufacturer 
to rectify the problems. These 
were so minor that they in- 
dicated to me a personality 
conflict between the buyer and 
dealer that precluded ratio- 
nality," Crocker said. 


A few cases defy Crocker's 


attempts to resolve disputes 
and reach the full commission 
after a formal hearing. 


The commission recently or- 


dered Chevrolet to reimburse 
Jesse Wheeler of Silsbee for the 
$700 he paid for a new pickup 
truck engine. Chevrolet claimed 
improper maintenance caused 
the engine oil to overheat, jell 
and black the lubricating sys- 
tem. Crocker said there was no 
evidence of this. 


"This is the first time that I 


have felt that the manufacturer 
failed to honor a warranty," 
Crocker said. 


Because of time limitations, 


certain complaints are beyond 


the commission's power to act. 


Homer R. Garcia of Texas 


City wrote Crocker early this 
year claiming that Norman 
Frede Chevrolet, then of Clear 
Lake City but now of Houston, 
si-Id him a "new" 1970 Monte 
Carlo that actually had been 
wrecked and repaired before 
the sale. Garcia said his lawyer 
had persuaded Frede to give 
him a new (1972) car for $500 
plus the 1970 Monte Carlo. But 
after nine months, he said, 
Frede still had not made good. 


Later, Garcia said he settled 


with Frede for $1,000 in cash 
"because my oil in my car 
went bad and I burnt the en- 
gine."

A complaint reaches Crocker 


officially only after the custom- 
er sends the dealer a certified 
letter, waits 30 days and then 
mails him a second certified 
letter with copies to the manu- 
facturer or distributor and the 
commission.

Crocker, who starts moving 
even though they haven't fol- 
lowed the required procedure. 
He contacts the dealer and dis- 
tributor the same day he tells 
the customer how to bring a 
formal complaint. 


"We hope the customer has 


been contacted by the dealer or 
the manufacturer or both be- 
fore he needs to write another 
letter, and a surprising number 
have been," Crocker said. 


He says the legislature made 


the complaint process needless- 
ly cumbersome and hopes it 
can be simplified.

Man Builds 
Plane at Home 


LUFKIN, Tex. (AP) — Lloyd 


Hill has come a long way from 
building model airplanes—he's 
putting together a real one in 
his garage. 


Hill is working with a kit and 


a lot of patience., but there the 
resemblence to his boyhood 
model days ends. 


The former Marine Corps air- 


craft mechanic also has seven 
years experience as a produc- 
tion foreman for McDonnell- 
Douglas 
Aircraft 
in 
Long 


Beach, Calif., and pilot training 
behind him as he tackled the 
single-engine, 
55-horsepower 


craft. 


When the long-wing craft is 


finished, it will be about four 
feet wide without wings, Hill 
said. It will crusie at about 200 
miles per hour and have a 1,- 
000-mile range. 


Hill says he plans to take 


time to make certain the plane 
is as near to perfection as he 
can get it—which may take un- 
til next summer. Before he can 
fly it, it must be inspected by 
the Federal Aviation Agency. 
Then the plane must be flown 
for 70 hours as an experimental 
aircraft before getting a per- 
manent airworthiness certifi- 
cate. 


Hill says from the start he 


knew his task would not be a 
simple one. "For a lot of this 
work you have to be an in- 
ventor. It's a learning process 
when you don't have all the 
tools you really should have 
and you have to make do with 
what you have." 


He says he began with the 


most critical and difficult part 
first—the wings. Hill had some*, 
background for that task, since 
his job with McDonnell-Douglas 
was in wing production. 


"A lot of times I will work 


until midnight when I get to a 
part I don't want to put down 
until it's finished. Sometimes 
I'll spend half a day Saturday 
or Sunday on it," Hill said. 


Hill says he has heard all 


kinds of reactions to his proj- 
ect. A Federal Aviation Agency 
official who lives across the 
street "thinks its a tremendous 
thing," Hill said. 


"One man stopped and said 


he would love to have the plane 
but he wouldn't have the time 
to build it himself. He told me 
to just let him know how much 
I want for it when I finish it," 
Hill said. 


He says his wife is worried 


about his flying the plane, "but 
she's only worried about my 
health and safety. She also wor- 
ries about me in a factory-built 
plane." 


Hill says, "A plane is as safe 


as the guy who's flying it. As a 
rule, when you hear about 
problems with a light plane, 
they are not the plane's fault."

Edward G. Robinson Book 


Published Posthumously 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - De- 


spite his tough-guy portrayals 
on the screen, Edward G. Rob- 
inson was a cautious man in in- 
terviews, skirting controversy 
and avoiding references to his 
personal life. 


Now his autobiography has 


been published posthumously, 
and his opinions are revealed, 
with such matters as troubles 
with his first wife and their son 
and his decade-long struggle to 
save his career from destruc- 
tion by Red hunters. 


Robinson was working on the 


book with screen writer-play- 
wright Leonard Spigelgass 
when cancer struck the actor 
early this year. He died at 79 on 
Jan. 
26, two months before the 


Motion Picture Academy was to 
present him with a special 
Oscar. 


He had told his wife Jane: 


"Pick up the Oscar for me, 
dearest one, and don't wear 
black." 


The book is called "All My 


Yesterdays," and he indicates 
that some of them were bitter. 
He had a long, calamitous mar- 
riage to the former actress Gla- 
dys Lloyd, whom he described

as a manic-depressive who was 
treated many times for her 
mental problems. The ultimate 
tragedy for Robinson was when 
their divorce forced him to sell 
his art collection, one of the best 
in America. 


Robinson also had to endure 


the many drunken escapades of 
Edward Jr. The father wrote: 
"Whatever agonies of spirit 
forced him into these behavior 
patterns are matched now by 
my own agonies as I remember 
them." 


Bom in Romania, Robinson 


grew up in the tenements of 
New York's East Side and be- 
gan fighting for the underdog 
early—he was one of them. His 
support of liberal causes 
brought him under suspicion 
from the Red hunters who de- 
termined who could not work in 
the entertainment industry in 
the late 1940s. 


He had been a top star, but 


suddenly Robinson couldn't find 
work. He spent his days amid 
his art collection: 


"I would have my coffee and 


toast in the mornings with no- 
where to go, nothing to do, idle- 
ness hanging heavily upon me, 
and having no capacity to deal 
with it. I'd take a little feather 
brush and dust the Corot and the 
Dufy and straighten other 
pictures and wait for the phone 
to ring or the mail to come."
